THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Treat Your Snow Thrower 
Carefully—It Can Bite

Labor-saving devices have a 


great appeal for modern man. 
For e x a m p l e , instead of 
shoveling snow, it now is pos- 
sible to clear your walk or 
driveway with a power-oper- 
ated snow thrower. 


Like 
the p o w e r lawn 


mower, 
h o w e v e r , 
these 


machines have a malevolent 
side. Many fingers that would 
have given good service for 
years have been permanently 
removed by snow throwers. 
Some persons operating these 
machines have slipped and 
sent a foot into the whirling 
blades. 


Such accidents rarely hap- 


pen when the snow is dry 
and powdery, but wet, sticky 
snow can clog the blades and 
the chute. When this hap- 
pens any attempt to clear the 
parts w i t h o u t stopping the 
motor is l i k e l y to end in 
disaster. The National Safety 
Council offers the following 
rules for operating your snow 
remover: 


• Follow t h e instructions 


that come with the machine. 


• Before using it in the 


snow learn how to stop the 
motor or throw the blades out 
of gear, 


• Keep children and pets 


away from the machine when 
it is in operation. 


• Never leave it unattend- 


ed when the motor is running. 


• Never fill the fuel tank, 


remove foreign objects or 
snow, or make any kind of 
mechanical adjustments with 
the engine running. 


• Never run the motor in- 
doors. 


• Don't 
o p e r a t e the 


machine on ice or sloping 
ground because this may lead 
to a fall against the blades. 


Q—Is it possible to have 


had syphilis in the blood for 
23 years without any symp- 
toms?

Some persons have 
a false positive blood test and, 
when there is sufficient reason 
to believe this is the case, 
other tests should be made. 
Blood tests of your husband 
and children should also be 
done.

SHORT RIBS 


To Request 
Approval of 
Gl Benefits 


By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Ralph W. Yarborough says he 
will ask the Senate to approve 
the house-passed GI benefits bill 
that would provide housing and 
educational aid for veterans. 


The House passed the bill 


Monday by a 381-0 vote and re- 
turned it to the Senate where 
a more costly version was ap- 
proved last year. 


Yarborough, Texas Democrat 


who 
steered 
the 
measure 


through the Senate, said the 
House version will be presented 
with only one minor change. 
The 
change, 
acceptable 
to 


House sponsors, 
would make 


certain that the education bene- 
fits would be applicable to serv- 
icemen who have not completed 
their high school education. 


All persons who have served 


more than six monts on active 
military duty since the Korean 
GI bill expsred Jan. 31, 1955, 
would be eligible for benefits 
under1 the House version. 


The major difference between 


the Senate and House measures 
is that the Senate's would pay 
higher education grants. The 
House provided for payments 
ranging from $100 to $150, de- 
pending on the number of de- 
pendents. The Senate range was 
$110 to $163. 


While both bills would provide 


for 36 months of education — a 
complete college course — two 
years of active duty would as- 
sure full eligibiity under the 
Senate bill and three years 
would be required under the 
House measure. 


Education payments would be 


made directly to veterans and 
would start n,-xt June. The 
schooling could be spread over 
a period of eight years and the 
veteran could choose his own 
school. 


Neither bill carries a retroac- 


tivity clause. 
Veterans who 


served after Jan. 31, 1935, and 
paid their own education, ex- 
penses would not be 
reim- 


bursed, but they could receive 
benefits and go back to school if 
they wished. 


The House measure would set 


up a permanent program of 
benefits. The Senate measure 
was tied to the draft law which 
must be implemented 
again 
next year. 


Both measures would be more 


costly than the administration 
proposed. 
The administration 


wanted benefits limited to com- 
bat veterans at an estimated 
annual cost of $110 million. The 
first-year price tag on the House 
bill is $331 million, neary $100 
million below the Senate cost. 


Other provisions of the House 


measure acceptable to Senate 
sponsors would provide for di- 
rect or guaranteed loans for the 
purchase of homes or farms, 
limited medical care for nonser- 
vice disabilities and higher rent- 
al guarantees for men drafted 
while renting homes.

tional average. 


If you've had less than 5 


years' schooling you aren't like- 
ly to earn more than a little 
above $2,500. But with 12 years 
— a high school diploma — the 


> average jumps to nearly $7,500. 
And with 16 years of schooling 
— a college diploma — you have 
a chance to approach $10,000. 


The actual figures vary be- 


tween big towns and small ones, 
and between different sections 
of the country — but the ratio 
between uneducated and educat- 
ed works out the same every- 
where. ' 


L There are satisfactions be- 
sides money in getting an educa- 
tion, of course — a reminder 
that is unnecessary for t h e 
youngster with an alert and in- 
quiring mind.
